A BIG nmUSTBT.

Kendallville is again torn up over a 
scandal in school.

It is now charged he 
purchased certain suspicious articles in 
dn]|^ stores; but the real cause of his 
dismissal is beheved to be political 
hatred. He voted for Cleveland and the 
Kendallville republicans could not for- 
give him. 
Professor Biewend is 
master of the German, French and Latin 
languages.

The Muncie Road Asked to Pay 
$5,OOOforthe I>eath of 
John Yates. 


The biggest suit in many months was 
filed in the county clerk's office to-day. 
The case was instituted by Louis Purnell, 
as administrator of the estate of John 
Yates and is against the Muncie railroad 
company for $5,000.
